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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference characters "13" and "15" have both been used to designate the 
same layer in Figure 1 . Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .1 21 (d) 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 5, 
line 24, there is reference to numeral 13 in Figure 3, however the numeral 13 does not 
appear in Figure 3. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

3. The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
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are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 
There were 44 original claims in the application, however the amendment of 6/30/05 
refers to claims 1-43. Also, there are two claims label as "claim 18" and the 
dependency of claims 20 and 21 is incorrect. Concerning claims 24-36, these claims do 
not have the correct identifier; they should be labeled as "withdrawn". 

Election/Restrictions 

4. Applicant's election without traverse of Group I in the reply filed on 6/30/05 is 
acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1-5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Ghez et al 2,397,415. The reference discloses the invention substantially as 
claimed, namely a first layer 1 having a cutout region 18 at its edges with an insert 16 
(i.e. second portion) in the cutout region and a second layer 19 adhesively attached to 
and adjacent the first layer that non-interruptably extends along the first layer; see 
Figure 5, page 2, left column 14-25 and right column, lines 4-24. However, the 
reference does not disclose the particular materials claimed for each layer. The 
reference does disclose that the first layer can be any known plastic or combinations, 
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that the insert 16 can be metal and that the second layer can be a plastic material, i.e. a 
polymer. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to form the mat of 
the reference with a first layer comprising plastic or fiber reinforced plastic in 
combination with an insert comprising a metal material in view of the suggestions in the 
reference depending on the desired physical properties for a particular end use. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 8 and 9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

8. Claims 10-23 and 37-43 are allowed.

9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
